BALTIMORE AND OHIO RAIL ROAD.

POWERS OF ATTORNEY —The New- 
York Mercantile Advertiser states that the Supe- 
rior Court, sitting in that ¢ ty, has made the follow- 
ing important decision on the subject of powers of 
attorney.

Mr. Mitchell, from the committee appointed on 
the 22d ultimo, upon the subject of a National 
Entombment of the remains of the late General

weil as for a Pedestrian Statue of General Wash 
ington, which report and resolution, were commit- 
ted to the committee of the whole house on the 
state of the union. 

(The report concludes with resolutions, of 
which we have been disappointed in obtaining a 
copy, the purport of which is that the remains of 
Gen. Washington and of Mrs. Washington, be re- 
moved, in December next, to be entombed in the 
Centre ef the Capitol; and thata Marble Monu- 
ment be erected over them, to be surmounted, 
when it reaches the Rotunda, with a Pedestrian 
Statue of Washington, to be executed by the 
ablest artists, &c.)

The Weat Indies and the United States.—In the 
House of Commons on the Sth. Feb. Mr. Robinson 
said—I have a que-tion to ask of the Right Hon. 
Secretary for H.me Affars, of great public im- 
portance; and I trust he will have no difficulty in 
giving such a reply as will remove the uneasiness 
that exists among the parties in this country who 
are interested in this point, and others who live in 
the West Indies My question is. whether any ne- 
gotiation is pending between this country and the 
United States, with a view to the renewal of a di- 
rect intercourse between the United States and 
our possessions in the West Indies? Mr Secre- 
tary Pecl said—My answer to the Hon. Gentle- 
man’s question is this—that a communication has 
been received from the Minister of the United 
States on that important subject; and that this 
communication is still under the consideration of 
his Majesty’s government.

TOBACCO.—On an average crop of 40,000 
hogsheads of tobacco raised in Virginia, about 
12 500 (or rather more than one-fourth) are man- 
ufactured within its limits; and nearly all the resi- 
due exported to foreign countries in the leaf and 
stemmed state, of which from 6 to 7000 hogsheads, 
all leaf, of the best quality are sent to France; the 
second or middling qualities of lea‘, and most of 
the stemmed tobacco to Great Britain, the latter 
description being made of best refused to low and 
mideling qualities of passed leaf; and the low 
grade: cf passed and refused, and stems, find mar 
kets in Germany ard Helland. The quantity of 
stemmed tobacc”, had gradually increased until it 
amounted to near 10,000 hogsheads, but was con 
siderably lessened last year, principally from the 
apprehension that the British government would 








The New York Journal of Commerce says of 
the U.S ship Hornet—*She was built at Balti- 
more, in 1803, and was the oldest vessel of her 
class in the Navy. There was but five older, of 
any description, viz: the United States, 44, Con- 
stitution, 44, Constellation, 36, all built in 1797,— 
and the Congress, 36, and John Adams, 24, built 
in 1799. She was rated at 18 guns, but mounted 
20. Though a small ship, she was honorably dis- 
tinguished in the last war, having captured or sunk, 
in different engegements, the British brigs of war 
Peacock, and Penguin, of about equal size with 
herself, and another brig of 10 guns, having on 
board upwards of $20,000 in specie. Her great 
age, notwithstanding repairs, must have rendered 
her unfit to encounter a heavy gale. at least such 
a gale as that whieh was experienced on the 10th 
of September. The loss of the ship however, is 
not worthy to be named in comparison with the 
“hearts of oak” that perished with her.. For 
these, though their grave is the ocean, a monu- 
ment shall be raised more durable than marble, in 
the hearts of their countrymen. 





Steam Carriage-— The Charleston Courier 
contains the following description of a small steam 
carriage, exhibited at the rail road company’s of- 
fice, in Unity Ally, on a circular rail-way. * The 
carriage is only about 30 inches in length, witha 
boiler containing less than a gallon of water, on 
wheels nine inches in diame’er; attached to the 
carriage is a car, on wheels of the same size: both 
run on the laths laid on the floor, forming a circle 
of about 23 feet in diameter. The wheels of the 
carriage and of the car, have flanges to keep them 
on the laths. Five minutes’ observation of the 
performances of this engine n miniature, furnishes 
a clearer demonstration of the advantages of rail- 
roads, and locomotive engines, than written vol- 
umes can afford.
